"AI" was inadvertently included in the text of claim 4. In 
addition, it ' is applicants' understanding, based on the 
September 23, 2003 Notice published in the Official Gazette, 
that only the non-compliant section of a non-compliant 
Amendment need be submitted. Accordingly, applicants attach 
hereto as Exhibit B a corrected listing of all the claims, 
including a correct version of claim 4.
